CLASSICAL SOCIETIES IN THE UNITED STATES 
AND CANADA: REVISED LIST 


PRELIMINARY NOTE 


The following list, a revision of that which 
was published in CW 48 (1954-55) 215-226, and 
which was the first, so far as we know, ever 
undertaken on the present scale, is ‘“‘an attempt 
to place in perspective the notable work of these 
organizations of college and secondary school 
teachers and interested laymen in the preserva- 
tion of the classical tradition today.” 

The arrangement is I. (National), I. (Re- 
gional), III. (State or Provincial and Local). 
Under each organization we have attempted 
to provide the official title, names and addresses 
of key officers (or of individuals to whom we 
have been specifically advised to refer those in 
quest of further information); usually a brief 
statement of the work of the group; and details 
on membership, dues, and publications. As far 
as possible the names of officers are those for 
1956 or for the academic year 1956-57. We are 
confident, however, that inquiries to any in- 
dividual named will, wherever necessary, be 
promptly forwarded. Dues are annual (calendar 
or academic year) except as indicated. 

Some important organizations have been ad- 
visedly omitted from the present list. No men- 
tion has been made of numerous groups in over- 
lapping fields, such as the American Historical 
Association or the Mediaeval Academy of Amer- 
ica, whose membership includes many classicists 
at the college and university level; nor, except 
in a few special cases, of general foreign lang- 
uage societies of interest to both college and 
secondary school teachers. Likewise we have

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omitted organizations basically composed of 
college or secondary school students, such as 
the nationally organized Eta Sigma Phi honor- 
ary classical fraternity (Executive Secretary: 
Professor H. R. Butts, Birmingham-Southern 
College, Birmingham 4, Ala.) and the Junior 
Classical League (under the auspices of the 
American Classical League, listed below), as 
well as independent college and school classical 
clubs in various institutions. Finally, we have 
not attempted to enumerate certain foreign or 
international classical societies with considerable 
North American membership, such as the Asso- 
ciation Guillaume Budé or the (British) Classi- 
cal Association. 

The cooperation of officers and private in- 
dividuals in supplying prompt and comprehen- 
sive information has again been most gratify- 
ing, and is again most cordially acknowledged. 

We earnestly bespeak the assistance of all in 
keeping us informed of their work throughout 
the year. We trust none will feel that their ac- 
tivities are of too limited interest to appear in 
a magazine of national and international cir- 
culation. The knowledge that our interests are 
being so devotedly cultivated in every quarter 
of the United States and Canada ought certain- 


ly to be of general interest. A panorama of un- 
expected diversity and vitality will unfold, a 
record rich in ideas and inspiration for all 
classicists, an impressive confirmation of the 
real strength of the classical position which, 
we believe, emerges in the following pages.

American Academy in Rome 
Summer Session, 1956 

The annual summer session of the American 
Academy in Rome was held from June 30 to 
August 10, 1956, under the direction of Prof. 
Paul L. MacKendrick of the University of Wis- 
consin, assisted by Dr. William MacDonald of 
Yale University. 

The course consisted chiefly of visits to the 
major sites of classical antiquity in Rome during 
the mornings, with lectures in the afternoons, 
mainly by Prof. MacKendrick, which correlated 
the material remains with the testimony of 
literature. 

Guest lecturers were Prof. Mason Hammond 


of Harvard, professor-in-charge of the Acad- 
emy’s School of Classical Studies, on Augustus, 
and Prof. Frank E. Brown of Yale, who present- 
ed an illustrated survey of the work in progress 
at Nimrud Dagh in Asia Minor, where a sanctu- 
ary, built by Antiochus of Commagene, has re- 
cently been uncovered. 

In addition to the study of the monuments 
within the city, excursions were made to, among 
other places, Tivoli, Ostia, Tarquinia, Cosa, 
Horace’s Sabine Farm, and Lago di Nemi. 

The enrollment in the session was very sub- 
stantial, with thirty-six taking part. Twenty of 
these were recipients of Fulbright awards. The 
complete list of students follows:
